Note and Comment 


The destruction of the Windsor 
Hotel at Regina, accompanied as 
it was by serious loss of life, should 
result in active steps being taken 
throughout the west to guard 
against the repetition of such a 
disaster. Particularly in hotel 
buildings, crowded as they are 
night after night, the utmost pre- 
cautions should be taken. In Re- 
gina there were evidently no fire 
escapes, though the structure was 
four stories in height. ‘Mhose who 
had failed to make their escape be- 
fore the stairs became impassable 
had to jump to the pavement be- 
low and there were to nets ready 


to receive them, But there are 
others besides hotel guests who 
need protection. Many oflice 
buildings, where large numbers 


are employed during the day time 
and where not a few, in the absence 
of adequate house accommodation 
sleep at night, are absolutely with- 
outit. ‘This is true in Edmonton as 
it is in nearly every other place 
that has had a rapid growth. ‘The 
civic authorities cannot go itito the 
matter too speedily or too thor- 
onghly. 

Before this number of the Satur-

Under stich 
conditions, the adoption of ex- 
treme protective views which pre- 
vail in some quarters, would un- 
doubtedly lead to disturbance, and 
perhaps dangerous agitation in the 
west,’”’

recognize that as tariffs go on this 
continent, that which has been in 
force for the past ten years is a 
fairly moderate one.
